In these 
quarter! criticism of the league was 
rampant today for raising "a new 
controversy" at the time when one- 
third of the senate's membership is 
up for re-election. 


The court fight was speeded to a 


decision under a cloture rule so that 
It would he out of the way before it 
became involved in tho approaching 
campaign. Now, according to the 
complaints made In administration 
circles today, the league has "blun- 
dered" to the extent of provoking a 
fresh controversy on the eve of the 
primaries.

How Scientist* Learned 


Sect** of the Plant* 


To discover bow flowers feed- 


starve them; if you would learn why 
moat plants grow upwards—pin them 
along the ground. 


These are among the experiments 


conducted by students la thejpecently 
opened Sargant Laboratory for Plant 
Physiology. They study plants as liv- 
ing organisms, and become acquainted 
with the problems and dangers that 
beset the life of the commonest dan- 
delion. 


How plants breathe, bow their food 


Is obtained, and how they respond to 
Imposed conditions are questions that 
can be answered only by experiments. 
the effect of supplying snd withhold 
lag various "foods" Is investigated; 
the rates at which the various plant 
organisms grow are measured under 
different conditions; so, too, Is the 
rate of breathing. 


Certain plants that require t|ght for 


normal growth are placed in complete 
darkness, white others are batbed to 
light from colored arcs. Water sup- 
plies are varied and temperatures reg- 
ulated. A geranium that has a curved 
stem is subjected to electrical treat- 


it and made to Incline a different 


way. 
In its struggles to resume Its 


normal growth It reveals Its various 
organs and their function*.
